~ Lendon, Jan. 6A writer in the 
News-Chronicle says that the twilight 
of the big family has undoubtedly get 
in. “A London school teacher told me 
that most of the pupils.in the classes’ 
care “only” children: 

“In the new Russian system, women 
-were declared, by the comrades, to 
have the same rights and obligations 
‘ag. men. Accordingly, scientific sex 
enlightenment was given and 3 sy3- 
tem of community feeding, public nur- 
series. and maternity benefits Hberat- 
ed her from the hampering _ domestic 
problems. 

“Some of these womén entered pro- 
fessions, medicine, the law, engineer- 
ing. » The’, great masses, however, 
found thegnselves inthe trades and big 
qndustries: There were factory nurser- 


ies where the children ‘were dropped 
factory restaurants 


which did away with the diecewalty of 
family cooking and shopping. A model 
socialistic. city of 44,000 inhabitants 
was constructed: along the banks of 
the Volga with: theatres, clubrooms, 
restaurants ‘and laundries. Standard- 
ized living ‘quarters were ‘provided, 
and-the adults and children were to 
be entirely separated. But 10,000,000 
Russian women flatly refused to be 
‘emancipated,’ they preferred looking 
after their children, sewing fine 
seams and making their homes pretty 
and comfortable. 

“The twilight of the big family has 
set in, but the love ofa woman’s 
heart that expresses itself in the home 
and the family will still go on. But 
somewhere hetween- the slave-driven 
life of the mother of seven and the 
hard, robot-like existence of the Rus- 
sian mother-worker lies the © perfect 
system.

The following is a copy of the re- 
port of "Dr. “A.°S:-" McColgan, Medical 
Health Officer, submitted to the last 
meeting of the City Council, It is 
gratifying to know that the citizens 
enjoyed such excellent health during 
the past year. 

Wetaskiwin, January 4, 1932. 
The Mayor and Aldermen, 
City of Wetaskiwin. 
Gentlemen: 

In’ “submitting my report for 1931 I 
must wish you: all a Happy New Year 
and congratulate you on the excell- 
ent health of the City during the 
past year. 

There were a few sporadic cases of 
chickenpox and one of measles, but 
no epidemic. This was partly due to 
the action of the other -doctors and 
the people in whose houses’ the cases 
occurred in promptly reporting cases 


of contagious diseases ana. in 
being promptly quarantined. E 

The inspection of meat was done 
when required. 

The Chief and myself made inspec- 
tions ‘ofthe lanes and alleys and saw 
that they were put in a sanitary con- 
dition in the spring and kept that 
way. There was no trouble about. this 
as the people seem to realize the ne- 
cessity ,and the benefit of cleanli- 
ness. 

The cause of having no epidemic 
this year is due to the work of pre- 
vious years, especially the vaccina- 
tion of the children in the schools. 

I would advise that all children 
starting school be vaccinated against 


their 


smallpox and innoculated against 
diphtheria,

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ENGLAND'S WONDER SHIP WILL 

CROSS ATLANTIC IN 92 HOURS 

WILL BE “QUEEN OF THE SEAS” 


Across the Atlantic speedway 
with 200,000 horsepower driving her 
quadruple propellers, England’s mys- 
terious supership, the Cunarder ‘534,’ 
will shatter every racing record in 
greyhound history. 


A 73,000 ton colussus, 1,018 feet 
long ,and costing $30,000,000, the 
new ship now under , construction 


on the River Clyde, at Glasgow, is 
aimed particularly at Germany’s su- 
premacy in the transatlantic passen- 
ger traffic. Temporarily known as 
“534,” she will vie for the Atlantic 
blue ribbon, formerly held by other 
Cunarders, the ‘Mauretania,” the 
“Lusitania,” and the old “Britannia.” 

“No. 534 is designed for suprem- 
acy over anything afloat. In point of 
size alone, no present ship can coim- 
pare with her. The “Leviathan” with 
59,957 tons, and the “Majestic” with 
56,621 tons, are outclassed. ‘‘No. 534” 


will be eighty feet longer than the 
present blue-ribbon holder, the ‘Bur- 
Opa,” seventeen feet broader, and 
will displace 28,000 more tons. Her 


main deck will be 650 feet long; 
the amidship dining room, between 
the second and third funnels, wil! 
be the largest room ever placed in- 


side a ship; the promenade deck 
will stretch for 720 uninterrupted 
feet; her rudder, the largest ever 
built, ewighs 150 tons, and her 
cubic capacity will embrace 7,300,- 
000 cubic feet. Her commodious 
cabins will care for 5,000 passeng- 
ers. 

Such staggering dimensions and 
appointments would avail nothing 


in the present international rival- 
ry for passengers were it not for 
the “534‘s” speed. Five years of 
study and thousands of tank ex- 
periments back this endeavor to 
wrest the blue ribbon from all pos- 
sible contenders. The “534’s ar- 
chitects did not design their ship 
to be abreast of developments in 
the next five years, but in antici- 
pation of major ship improvements 


a ee 


for twenty years to come. Con- 
servatively, it is estimated that 
“No, 534” will be a four-day grey- 
hound, and that she will travel 
thirty-five knots. as against the. 
‘“Europa's” /twenty-eight- knots} 

Simple calculations bring out 
some startling possibilities in the 
“534.” Her twelve turbines will 


drive this monster across the ocean 
at express-train speed. At 40.3 
statute miles per hour, she will be 
able to race across the Atlantic 
in ninety hours, or six hours less 
than four days, 
Speed has 


become more than a 


convenience to passengers; it is 
not a rule of economics with ship- 
pers and operators. Thus, by in- 


creasing speed, the Cunard Line can 
operate a weekly express service with 
two superships; heretofore three 
ships were necesary to maintain a 
weekly express service. The company 
is enabled thereby to carry more pas- 
sengers per ship and to eliminate the 
tremendous overhead necessary to 
operate a third ship. eae 

If the 534” could circumnavigate 
the globe without refuelling, it is 
within the realm of possibility that 
she could swim around the earth's 
equator, 25,000 miles, in 25.9 days, or 
620 hours. Thus she bacomes a seri- 
ous competitor to the airship, for the 
“Graf Zeppelin,” in her record-break- 
ing world flight, covered 19,000 miles 
in twenty-one days and seven hours. 

Details 


of her fittings and ap- 
pointments are still the secret of 
the “534’s" owners, but they do 
not hesitate to say that it will 
cost $2,500,000 merely to decorate 
her. On both the port and _star- 
board of the upper deck, fourteen 
motor lifeboats will be available in 
case of emergency. Ten miles of 
carpet will pave the staterooms 


and vestibules. Ten thousand elec- 
tric fixtures will be necessary for the 
lighting and ventilation scheme. The 
power plant will generate enough cur- 
rent to supply the demands of a city 
of 100,000.

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CAMROSE RESIDENT MAROONED 


ON LONELY ISLAND TWO YEARS 


He didn’t see a white face for two 
hear a single English 
sentence, but lived alone with the 
Eskimos on lonely Victoria land. 

That's R. L. “Dad” Miller, propriet- 
or-of a hotel at Camrose, who was the 
first white man to spend a winter on 
lonely Victoria land, thousands of 
miles north of Edmonton. 

Left marooned on Victoria land for 
two years through the sinking of the 
ill-fated Lady Kindersley off Point 
Barrow, “Dad’’ spent two years alone, 
ag well as having spent many other 
years In the lonely north. 

He is an expert upon Eskimo 
customs, and told of the domestic 
life of the nothern natives when 
interviewed at his home in Cam- 
rose. 

“How fo the Eskimos make moc- 
casins?” ‘‘Dad’” Miller was asked. 

“Just a minute and I'll get a 
pair,” he answered. He disappeared 
and came back on the = scene 
shortly clad in real Bskimo haber- 
dashery, complete from  cariboo 
parka’ to. sealskin “mukluks” or 
mocassins. 

“TJ don’t wear them often any 
more,” he confessed, ‘because the 
wife doesn’t like to have me_ clut- 
tering up the place with cariboo 
hair.” 

Sitting down he_ stretched out 
his feet and proceeded to explain 
the fine points of Eskimo cobbling. 

“A  squaw up on Victoria land 
made these for me,” he said. “I 
used to have’ several pairs but 
these are the only on2s left. You 
see they make the tops out of hair- 
seal skin, and trim them’ with 
braid and beads. Then for the bot- 
toms, they take a chunk of walrus 
skin and start in chewing. They chew 
until the skin is nice and soft, and 
they they start in ic shape them, 
making teeth-marks up around the 
front to curl the leather into shape. 

“When they get the soles all 
shaped, then they séw the tops on 
with “babiche.” You can see they’re 
pretty smart at it,’ he added, 
pointing out the microscopic stitches, 
“and these moccasins sure last well.” 

“You must have to dress in 
keep warm in that climate,” the 
interviewer commented. 

“Well, we dress just the way the 
Eskimos do,” he answered. “It gets 
pretty cold, but it doesn’t seem so 
bad, even when it's around 50 below. 
If it’s that cold, you just don’t go out 
much, that’s all.” 

“How. are the snowhouses 
warmth?” he was asked. 

“None too comfortable,” was the 
response, “but you get used to any- 
thing.” 

“All told, I’ve lived nearly ’ three 
months in igloos. They aren’t much 
for warmth. You have to wear all 
your. clothes ‘when you sleep, and. you 
roast and freeze in’ turn, “ depending | 
on how warm the fire is. The Eski- 
mos don't take long to build them, 
though. They can put up one in a few’ 
hours. 
ever they spend the night, although 
sometimes they have really fancy 
ones in more or less permanent 
camps. 

“When 
just pick 


they want a house they 

a nice, hard drift and 
go to it. They mark out a circle 
on the ground, and build down as. 
well as up, using the chunks they. 
take out of the floor to build the 
walls and roof. They don’t make a 
really finished job wnless they're 
going to spend some time in one 
spot, which isn’t often. Whenever 
they goon a seal hunt they put 
up asmall igloo right beside the 
seal hole. 

“How do they catch seals?” Miller | 
was queried. 

“First they let their dogs smell 
out breathing holes,” he answered, 
“and they they make camp right 
beside the hole. Some of them use, 
bows and arrows but for the most 
part they have guns .They use a har-, 
poon first, though. They wait heside, 
the seal hole until the seal sticks 
his nose out cf the water, and then 
stab him with the spear. There is a' 
letachable head on the spear that 
comes off in the seal. They have a 
line tied to the spear-head, and after : 
they spear him they start the fun.! 
It often takes a long time before 
they ran drag him to the surface 
or get a shot at him.” 

“Do they live mostly on seal 
meat?” | 
“ “No, mostly on fish and cariboo. | 
The cariboo are their real bank, 
account. If cariboo are near, they 
are fat and happy. When the cariboo 
move, they move. They depend most- 
ly on cariboo meat for food and for 
fur. The foxes follow the cariboo, and 
if they don’t get fox, then they don’t 
get anything to trade for. tinned food 
and the knick-knacks we supply them

1923 and the boat was supposed. to 
visit me the next summer. When. the 
ice broke“up I was watching for‘her, 
but she didn’t come. As August 
went by I knew that it was too, late 
and that something mhst have hap- 
pened her. 

“T found out the summer after 
that the boat, the Lady Kindersley, 
had been trapped by floe ice off 
Point Barrow an‘ had sunk. I knew 
something like that must have hap 
pened but I didn’t hear the details 
until the Baychimo came for me 
the next year. That’s how I came 
to spend two years without seeing 
a white face or hearing a word of 
English. I didn’t worry much, 
though. I had lots of food and I 
was young then. 

“I went ‘outside’ in the summer 
of 1925, and then came back for 
another two year term. Then in 
1929 I went to Herschel Island and 
up the Mackenzie river, and put up 
at a post I built on the Copper- 
mine. But*I got tired of the north, 
and now I’m ‘outside’ for good,” he 
said.—Edmonton Journal.

MANY TIRED BRAINS 
AMONG SCHOOL CHILDREN 


In .a recent editorial, the High 
River Times expressed the . opinion 
that the children were returning to 
the educational treadmill for another 
three month stretch, as under the 
present curriculum, every hour 
the day is required to complete each 
year’s course. There is not an un- 
scheduled minute in which to pursue 
pleasant bypaths, to store up a reser- 
volr of health against the demands of 
later life, or to permit each individual 
to relax in its own fashion. 

A teacher remarked recently that 
people generally did not realize how 
many tired brains there were among 
children at school. Not many adults 
in daily work. carrying on the sustain- 
ed mental effort of the average twelve- 
year old child, whose mind is con- 
stantly on the alert from nine to 
four. 

There are many fathers and moth- 
ers who will agree whole-heartedly 
with this. The children not only are 
kept steadily at work during the day. 
but they are given sufficient home 
study -to keep them busy for any- 
where from one to three hours in the 
evening. Fathers who have had to 
struggle with problems in arithmetic, 
mothers who have had to “hear” ge- 
Ography or history, know that there 
is not enough breathing space in the 
child’s leisure hours. This, of course, 
applies to the conscientious boy or 
girl who insists on completing the full 
quota set by teacher. 

The teachers argue that it is not 
their fault. They are bound, they will 
tell you, to an inexorable wheel. The 
department sets the course of study 
and if the-teacher is conscientious, 
the course is covered. It would be 
more accurate to say it is crammed. 

There is a feeling that too much is 
compressed into too little time. 
three-year high school course already 
has received wide criticism. The uni- 
versities are complaining that stud- 
ents are coming to them when too 
young; in many instances the pupil is 
through high school at an age below 
that set cor admission to the univers- 
ity.

FLOCKS UPON THE 
THOUSAND HILLS 


J. S. Jones has arranged for the 
Bank of Montreal magazine, an. arti- 
cle on sheep raising in Alberta. It 
includes’ figures on the possibilities 
of sheep ranching, and also an enter- 
taining description of the work in- 
volved in the successfuul raising of 
these domestic animals. He says: 

‘Canada’s sheep have _ increased 
about 127,000 head per annum in the 
last five years, but this {s not fast 
jenough in view of the/fact that $54. 
42,616 worth of wool and wool pro- 
ducts were imported in 1929, with ex- 
ports of $3,256,693. 

“Raising sheep on ranches is quite 
different from raising them on farms. 
A good range ewe can be bought for 
$6 to $8.00. The June clip should 


fetch $4.00 in the autumn. A gross 
income of $4.60, with cost of upkeep 
$3.00 a year, so that the net income 
should be $1.60 or 20 per cent. These 
are fair profits but only won with 
eternal vigilance. 

“A rancher with 10,000 head of 
‘ewes, would have 40,000 acres of 
leased grazing land on a watercourse. 
The sheep would be in six main 
groups. The ram band of 250 head, 
worth $10,000 would be many miles 
from the ranch, being fed and spec- 
ially cared for till the last week in 
Nevember. The ewes would be in five 
bands of about 2000 head, each band 
in a unit in charge of a herder who 
lies in a “sheep wagon.” 

Each night the herder  bjrings 
his sheep back near the wagon and 
he must be alert for any weather 
changes. In time of bad storms two 
men and dogs are needed to keep the 
band on their feet, in close formation 
and moving with circular motion to 
keep the snow trodden down as_ it 
falls. This is called ‘keeping them 


on top.’ 
“The sheep graze all winter, 
‘bucking,’ or pawing the snow to get 


to the grass. Snow plouvhs are used 
to break up crusted snow. Reserve 
feed at strategic points is used only 
in emergency. 

“There are six periods when sheep 
raising requires unceasing attention: 
The lambing period from middle of

“There is constant loss from acci- 
dents, prairie fires, wolves, coyotes 
and diseases, but this should not ex- 
ceed 5 per cent on o good ranch. 

‘It is on lambing time that much 
of the year’s profit depends. An in- 
icerase of 90 to 95 per cent is good; 
75 to 80 per cent is fair; less than 
;75 per cent is poor. On farms the 
‘increase is often 120 per cant as 
many twins are born and are raised; 
farm ewes give ten pounds more wool 
per head and their usefulness extends 

up to ten years. But a range ewe

WHEAT QUOTA APPROVED 
BY OLD COUNTRY MILLERS 


London, Jan. 12.—The Government's 
wheat quota scheme granting British 
farmers a guaranteed share of the 
British wheat market at a_ fixed 
price was approved at a conference 
between the ministry of agriculture 
and representatives of the millers, 
corn merchants and farmers today. 
Details of the scheme will be set- 
tled by a committee working with the 
ministry, and the project will be 
placed in legislative form. It is the 
preliminary to giving Dominion wheat 
growers their own quota in the Brit- 
ish market. 
Following negotiations extending 
for some weeks, in the course of 
which the government made sev- 
eral alterations in its original pro- 
ject, representatives of the millers, 
corn merchants, and farmers. con- 
ferred with Sir John Gilmour, . min- 
ister of agriculture, today. 
This is the first step toward a 
quota for the Dominions’ wheat farm- 
ers in a project which it is believed. 
will result in dividing the British 
wheat requirements somewhat as fol- 
lows: 16 per cent for domestic farm- 
ers, 565 per cent or more for Domin- 
ions’ farmers, and the remainder for 
open competition between the Domin- 
ions and foreign countries.

THE FARMER’S, HOLIDAY 


Wetaskiwin ‘representatives at the 
United Farmers ‘of. Alberta conven- 
tion in. Edmonton will introduce a 
resolution proposing a halt holiday a 
week for farmers. The idea is so 
startling that one imagines it must 
have evolved in the brain of some city 
man. : 

The trouble with holidays on 
farm is that animals won't go on a six 
day week or eight-hour shift. The 
cow manufactures milk all the time 


the 


less it is drawn off regularly, she 
bawls. No Albérta legislation is going 
to keep a cow from bawling, and no 
college professor of agriculture has 
yet devised a:means of. milking a cow 
in advance of time. 

“It would be ‘as difficult a job as 
collecting eggs before they are laid. 

When I worked on the farm, holi- 
days came around at rare ‘intervals. 
We celébrated: these mainly by put- 
ting on clean overalls and attending 
to the odd chores that had accumu- 
lated during the past few months. 

It is doubtful if there could be 
found enough odd chores on the av- 
erage farm to keep the farmer busy 
half a day every week and that would 
be a sad state of affairs indeed. A 
farmer who has nothing to do is the 
most miserable creature imaginable. 
He likes work. Otherwise he would 
not be a farmer. 

As a concession to the occasion, 
the farmer may get up half an hour 
later than usual, but he makes up for 
this by having a hurried breakfast. 
Then he attends to the feeding and 
milking of the animals, the cleaning 
of the barns, aiid the other necessary 
chores. After that begins his holi- 
day. 

How does he spend it? 

He takes down the stovepipes. 
sorts out the rotten potatoes. He 
saws cordwood, and does a bit of 
splitting. He mends’_ broken §har- 
ness. He greases the heavy wago 
He straightens the fork tines, puts a 
new handle in the hoe, and does a 
bit of amateur blacksmithing. He 
clips the old mare. He props up a 
sagging fence, and hunts around for 
the wire pliers he lost last summer. 
He cleans up the roothouse, He trains

the pup to drive cattle. He puts a 
new board down by the well. He 
takes stock of the feed on hand, 


and puts a porker in a private sty for 


fattening. 
He has a thoroughly enjoyable 
time. : 


Once half holidays are made a legal 
institution, however, it will not be so 
Pleasant. Work will be forbidden. 
There will be’ heavy penalties for in- 
fringements. Thére may even be 
walking delegates snooping around to 
see that the provisions of the act are 
strictly observed. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that 
there will be a few loophules in the 
Farmers’ Half,.Holiday Act. Bmergen- 
cies arise sudderly, and it is not al- 
the

LAND REVERTS TO PROVINCE 

Edmonton, Jan. 11.—More than 7,- 
000 parcels of land in improvements 
districts throughout the proince have 
been declared by order-in-council to 
be provincial or Crown Jands and are 
being turned over to the lands and 
mines department for such disposal 
as may be found advisable. They run 
from mere fractions of acres to quar- 
ter-sections, the majority - being 
around 160 acres. All parts of Alberta 
are represented in the Hist. 

The lands in question have been 
taken under tax recovery proceed- 
ings that have been pending for 
sometime past, and title has now 
been acquired, because of default 
of taxes, by the province. If and 
when they are sold as Crown lands, 
subject to tax arrears, the improve- 
ment districts in which they are lo- 
cated will be paid the taxes owing. 

Some of the lands, it is probable, 
will be thrown open for homestead- 
ing, but the department of lands 
and mines has not yet dealt with] 
the matter.

Be- 
fore its trusses fail and humanity is 
engulfed, we must create a new mo- 
netary standard, a bridge of social 
credit wide enough to bear the freight 
of commerce, strong enough to com- 
mand the confidence af the world’s 
producers. We have long attempted 
to create money by legislation, and 
are just beginning to discover that 
its origin is production; ‘A true cur- 
rency should conform’ to the char- 
acter of the wealth of which"it is the 
title. It should be as plentiful as the 
goods and service offered for ex- 
‘shange.” Of course, Canada being a 
gold .producing nation .cqgmes under 
his idea with the gold ‘standerd as a 
Waaayet nphieale Weate kate 
of ‘the mines there is some point to 
the argument for a chang 6 as indic- 
ated by the success which has at- 
tended the niove in England.

SCHOOL GRANTS MAY BE 


REDUCED BY GOVERNMENT | 


Edmonton, Jan. 9. — Hon. Perren 
Baker, minister of education, stated 
when his attention was drawn to the 
Regina dispatch, that the problem of 
making economies was discussed at 
the inter-provincial conference here. 
As school grants were a material item 
of expenditure, these naturally came 
up for consideration. 

_No decision was made to reduce the 
school year on which the grants are 
based, said Mr. Baker. While the mat- 
ter was discussed, there was no de- 
cision reached. He said this did not 
involve any shortening of the period 
for which the schools are kept open. 

Should the province decide to re- 
duce its school grant materially, 
Edomnton and. other large Alberta 
centres would be affected seriously, 
it Is felt iby civic officials. 

_The province now makes a grant 
and $2.50 per day or high schoo} 
rooms in cities, on the basis of 200 
days or a maximum of -$500; a 
grant of 50 cents per room per day 
for the public shcools, and in high 
Schools the grant is $1.50 per day 
for rooms of city students and $2.50 
per room per day for rooms of non- 
residents. 

In places where there are three- 
roomed or four-roomed, high schools 
such.as Alberta towns, the province 
makes a grant of $4 per room per 
day. The grant to rural and village 
schooly“is*-90 cents per room’ ~per 
day:
